some highly specialized sciences,

“The critic who said that ed­ 
ucation is what you have left 
when you have forgotten all you 
ever learned at college was right 
in this respect, that the trans­ 
formation of the originally sel­ 
fish and self-centered human an­ 
imal into an enlightened and hu­ 
mane person is far more im port­ 
ant than any set of facts or 
conclu.':ions in particular subjects 
of study. 
“The really great school and 
college teachers arc not prim ar­ 
ily teachers in biology, English 
oi^ economics. 
They are teach­ 
ers of your men and 
women. 
Their success can be measured 
by the degree to which they 
correct, humanize and enrich the 
student’s perspective, and give 
him wider interests, new hori­ 
zons, enlarged frames of refer­ 
ence, and those sounder habits 
of working and thinking which 
make it possible for him to dis­ 
cover the relevant facts in ^ny 
field, and on his own reach valid 
conclusions.”
